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“Rain and small craft warnings; 30 
to 40 mile no’theast winds late in the 
day.” 

So went the late weather report. 

Our chartered fishing trip was 
scheduled out of Rock Harbor between 
Orleans and Eastham in Cape Cod Bay 
at three a.m. — there are people who 
prefer to start their day’s fishing at that 
time. Most of the fleet had come in near 
midnight the night before (the harbor 
being accessible only on high water) 
and weren't planning another trip until 
late in the day. 

Freddy Harris was the only one 
Stirring while we got ready. ‘‘You going 
this morning?” he asked. 

“Sure,”’ | said, ‘‘why not?” 

He sniffed the weather. ‘‘It doesn’t 
smell good, and the 12:20 report from 
the Coast Guard said, ‘rain and no’th- 
east winds.../” 

Phil Schwind, Eastham’s shellfish constable and former long- 
time commercial fisherman, conducts the weekly column, 


“It’s a Phil Schwind (that blows no good)” in the Cape Cod- 
der of Orleans. 


| said, ‘‘Hell, I’m not so sweet I'll 
melt in a little rain, and if the wind 
backs no’theast, so much the better. I’m 
going to fish Duck Harbor, and a no’th- 
easter is off the land there. Anyway, if 
the weather is too bad I can come home 
by eleven. It can’t blow up much of a 
storm by then.” 

We cast off. The course from Rock 
Harbor to Duck Harbor, on the Truro- 
Wellfleet line, is dog-leg around Bill- 
ingsgate Island, and it was my habit 
when running at night to swing wide. 
Not that | was afraid of running onto the 
island, but why worry when there was 
plenty of time? The wind was out of the 
sou’-southeast, right on our stern, and 
while a following sea wasn’t Whitecap’s 
best quarter, the seas were hardly big 
enough to bother. 

| ran my time out and went topside. 
My son, Pete, going mate, put down the 
outriggers and set up the rods. The

party had one last beer and settled 
down in their chairs to do some serious 
fishing. It was a lowery morning and 
oppressive. We had fish on before all 
the lines were out, a little striper, eight 
pounds, which shouldn’t have caused 
any trouble. Trouble was going to be 
the name of the day. Somehow, in the 
half light, the lines got fouled and it 
seemed forever before the fish was 
boated. 

We worked back south and east 
over the ground we had just run. It was 
uneasy weather. | had difficulty breath- 
ing, it seemed. An ominous, brassy, yel- 
low light smudged the east. The water 
was dead grey tipped with dirty 
whitecaps. The party was strangely si- 
lent, as though they, too, felt the 
oppression. 

Three hours out of the safety of the 
harbor | thumped on the overhead: 
‘‘Pete, pick ’em up. | don’t like this 
weather. We'll try to get back to the 
Eastham shore to fish for little bluefish 
or something until the tide comes in 
and we can go home.” 

Pete explained to the party and they 
helped with unexpected alacrity. Usu- 
ally they would have griped mildly, but 
they seemed more than willing to get 
away from there. There were no argu- 
ments. Said they, ‘‘You know best, 
Cap,” or ‘‘Whatever you say, Cap.” 

As we headed back the wind con- 
tinued to freshen. Then rain and fog set 
in — a solid wall. In a minute it was rain- 
ing so hard the seas flattened down and 
visibility was shut down to where | 
could hardly see our bow. 

| let us fall off to sou’west to get 
water enough on that dead low tide to 
cross the Shoal Ground. We had to 
work wider and wider to the west to 
keep water under us. | recognized one 
stretch of bottom after another. Fishing 
this country for 20 years, | had never 
seen the tide so low. 

Then it seemed the seas were 
mountainous right in front of us. We 
had reached the south edge of the 
Shoal Ground. We lay there, studying 
the seas, the tide, the wind. The seas 
were running eight feet high — flying 
bridge high, maybe higher. But the 
waves on the channel side of the Shoal 
Ground are like no other waves in the 
Bay, they chop right straight up and 


down, often with no more distance 
between the crests than the height of 
the waves. 

Rather than keep on and take the 
windows out of the cabin, | turned 
back, flying before the wind. The smart 
thing to do was to lie under Beach Hill 
until the wind shifted or moderated. If 
it did neither — well, we could jog in 
that lee all day and all night if we had 
to. 

The thought of the rocks under 
Beach Hill began to trouble me. | knew 
there was a jumble of them. The waves 
seemed a little less wild here, though 
the wind whistled louder and louder, 
and the rain was a solid force beating 
almost horizontally so it took my breath 
away. Looking down from the bridge | 
could see the bottom, sand, no more 
than three feet under our keel. | 
thumped on the deck and bawled for 
Pete. 

“Pete, get the anchor ready, bring 
all forty fathoms out of the hawse hole 
— and be sure to make the end fast.” 

Pete was never one to ask ques- 
tions. When he had clawed his way for- 
ward and was ready he half turned on 
his knees and waved his hand. The 
anchor went over the side silently, then 
the rope, coil after coil. 

| watched the anchor warp come 
tight, | watched Pete make his way back 
into the cockpit, then, leaving the 
motor still in gear to take some of the 
strain off that ruler-straight rope, | 
climbed down off the bridge myself to 
wring water from my collar and neck- 
band as best | could. 

My boys, the party, were apparently 
glad to see me, as though | had been 
off on a trip somewhere. They were 
huddled under the deckhouse, uncom- 
fortable but trusting. We discussed 
wading ashore, we considered calling 
out the Coast Guard DUKW, we agreed 
to ride it out. 

| climbed back to the flying bridge 
‘and turned on the radio-telephone, 
crouching, shielding the handset 
against the solid rain. | called only once 
when Dick Clark in Rock Harbor came 
back. He was screaming into his trans- 
mitter, ‘‘Where have you been? We've 
been calling for two hours. Don’t you 
know we’re going to have a hurricane?”’ 

As calmly as | could | said, ‘‘Cappy, 
we ain’t going to have a hurricane —

we've got one. | been through hur- 
ricanes before and the wind is moaning 
so loud | can hardly hear you. Now lis- 
ten, I’m back of Beach Hill and I’m 
going to try to make it into Pamet River 
at Truro about noon. Will you get word 
to my wife to meet us there? We might 
be a little late.” 

Dick came back, ‘’Phil, you'll never 
make it. The wind is blowing 80 with 
gusts a lot harder. The lines are all 
down, power, phone, everything. But 
all right, I’ll drive to let your wife know. 
Good luck.” 

At such a time everything happens 
in slow motion, a sort of nightmare 
movement — except the clock, which 
races. It was time to try to get the 
anchor back. As Pete worked his way 
around the weather side of the deck 
house | bent and yelled in his ear. ‘‘You 
may have to cut.’’ The fog had lifted 
slightly but the rain was a solid, punish- 
ing force. 

Pete patted his hip to indicate he 
had his sheath knife under his foul 
weather gear. When he had crawled for- 
ward | put on power to take the strain 
off the anchor warp. Gradually Pete 
stuffed the rope down the hawse pipe 
until it was straight up and down. He 
took three quick turns around the bow 
poy and waved us ahead. 

| revved up the motor to full power. 
With the rudder cut hard over, gradu- 
ally, oh so gradually, we swung around. 
| could feel the whole boat vibrate with 
full power on, though | could hear 
nothing but the moaning of the wind. 

Then Pete waved wildly and we 
surged ahead. With the anchor secured 
and Pete back on deck we turned north 
toward Pamet, before the wind. 

The trip north was dream-like. It 
rained. | saw nothing | recognized. With 
the motor turning barely enough to give 
me steerage way | went down and 
insisted everyone put on life jackets. | 
explained what | had to do. 

‘‘There are two jetties about one 
hundred feet apart. I’ve got to scrape 
the south jetty as close as | dare and 
hope we can turn before we crash onto 
the north jetty. But there is a bar to 
jump. If | catch a sea wrong and we 
broach — well, there is an onshore 
wind and a flood tide. Hang onto the 
boat, even if it sinks, as long as you can, 


but don’t get banged on the rocks of 
the jetty if you can help it.” 

Because of the driving rain | never 
did see the rocks at Fisher’s Beach. All 
of a sudden there was the south jetty at 
Pamet, not a hundred feet ahead of us. 
| turned toward shore, watching our 
stern. Just as we got abreast the south 
jetty a big sea came roaring down on us. 
| spun the wheel and jumped the throt- 
tle. For a second or two the sea carried 
us, but it was traveling too fast. Before 
we had cleared the bar it ran ahead of 
us and left us stranded on bare sand, 
heeled down on our bilge. For a breath. 

The next sea picked us up almost 
before we saw it coming and surged us 


ahead, bow down with the motor rac- 
ing. The seas were crashing in, actually 
curling between the two jetties. They 
carried us right into the inlet, but it was 
a near thing — | could have reached 
over and touched the north jetty with a 
surf rod. 

Once inside the harbor the land 
made a slight lee, the fog lifted, the rain 
seemed to ease off. There was my wife, 
waiting onshore, the windshield of our 
car so sand-blasted it had to be 
replaced. Safety and escape were there 
with no real harm done. The party had 
the little striper mounted and named it 
‘Carol.’”” For that was the name of the 
hurricane.

WHO'S WHO IN THE CAST 


EVA MARIE SAINT (Alma Winemiller) 
returned to Broadway last fall playing 
Mary Todd Lincoln in ‘‘The Lincoln 
Mask,’’ a portrayal first seen at the Ken- 
nedy Center, after a long Hollywood 
stay. Miss Saint shifted to acting from a 
projected teaching career while at Bow- 
ling Green University, and, coming to 
New York, began studying at the Actors’ 
Studio. In 1951, she married Jeffrey 
Hayden, a motion picture, stage and 
television director, and began playing 
leading roles on such dramatic shows as 


“Studio One,” ‘‘Kraft’’ and, most fre- 
quently, the ‘‘Philco-Goodyear 
Playhouse”’ — one of her notable roles 


in the series was her performance in 
Paddy Chayefsky’s ‘‘Middle of the 
Night.” In 1955, she made her Broadway 
debut ih Horton Foote’s “The Trip to 
Bountiful,’’ which led her to read for, 
andstoswiny thespartyor Edie, the 
convent-educated daughter of a 
longshoreman in “On the Waterfront.” 
It was this part which won for her an 
Academy Award as best supporting

actress. She toured in ‘‘The Rainmaker,’”’ 
directed by her husband, and before 
reporting for her next picture, ‘‘That 
Certain Feeling,”’ she starred in the tele- 
vision musical version of ‘“Our Town” 
with Frank Sinatra. Miss Saint has 
starred in fifteen films, with such lead- 
ing men as Marlon Brando, Cary Grant, 
Paul Newman, Richard Burton, Gregory 
Peck, George Segal and Yves Montand. 
She has also worked with some of the 
most creative directors in show busi- 
ness: Elia Kazan, Fred Zinnemann, 
Alfred Hitchcock, Otto Preminger, John 
Frankenheimer, George Seaton, Vincent 
Minelli, Norman Jewison, Robert Mul- 
ligan and Irvin Kershner. Her films 
include ‘Raintree County,” ‘‘A Hatful of 
Rain,’’ ‘‘North by Northwest,” 

“Exodus,” “‘All Fall Down,” ‘36 Hours,”

DOROTHY DAVIS 
By HARRY HALL 


‘Sugar and spice and everything 
nice” describes precisely the ‘‘prim- 
itive” oil paintings created by a gra- 
cious Cape Cod lady — Dorothy 
Davis of Yarmouth Port. 

With the uncertainties of today’s 
world it seems only fitting to hear- 
ken back to the simple hearty days 
of yesteryear as depicted by ‘‘D. 
Davis.” 

A visit to her Yarmouth Port Gal- 
leries on Rt. 6A shows that most of 
her pictures are painted on wood — 
not canvas. Often working the 
interesting grains into her painting 
and leaving parts of the wood sur- 
face unpainted, Dorothy Davis has 
added an intriguing dimension to 
primitives. 


Driftwood, aged breadboards and 
meat-cutting boards, cracker-barrel 
covers, house and door panels, 
weathered gray shingles, even bot- 
toms of bureaus are used. 

Childhood memories of her 
native Rhode Island, and of sum- 
mers on Mathha’s Vineyard cast 
their nostalgic mood on D. Davis 
renderings of people, places and 
Americana. Her kitchen scenes, 
family pets, cherished early toys, 
children’s ‘‘Sunday-go-to-meeting”’ 
finery, proud parents and grandpar- 
ents all play their special parts in 
her panoramas. 

Illustrated children’s stories are 
also part of her talent. The Little 
Cape Codder series, which runs the 
gamut from “The Little Cranberry 
Mekeneewinrough the little 
beachcomber, jelly girl, candle girl, 
etc., are D. Davis transplanted to a 
children’s world. 

A Cape Cod resident for 30 years, 
Dorothy studied at Rhode Island 
School of Design, Vesper School of 
Art in Boston and the Otis Institute 
in Los Angeles. 

The June 1972 Yankee magazine 
carried ‘‘A Happy Beginning’’ by 
Dorothy and you'll enjoy reading 
about her musical aspirations in it. 
A November 1970 Yankee carried a 
D. Davis cover, which incidentally 
the magazine used this summer in 
an advertising sales brochure. 

Dorothy has had one-man exhibi- 
tions in Doll and Richard Gallery, 
Boston; Talisman Gallery,  Fal- 
mouth; The Gallery, Palm Beach, 
Fla.; Lobster Pot Gallery, Nantuc- 
ket, and Red Wagon Art Gallery, 
Scottsdale, Ariz. 

Her one-man show at her own 
gallery in June was highly success- 
ful, indicating that D. Davis has 
indeed found a unique painting 
approach to the ‘‘good old days.”
